The complications in the Dorriss tragedy 
are growing in number, and the mystery is 
deepening every hour. The detectives place 
no’ relianceon Pat McGlew’s reiterated 
statement that he was not in the house, al- 
though he still stoutly as-erts the fact. 
Ii can be proven by reputable witnesses that 
he was seen to enter the yard of the Dorriss 
mansion with Russell Brown, on the night of 
the murder, although he denied this until 
assured of the evidence to the contrary. The 
testimony of Mrs. McEvoy, the cook, 
who slept with old Mrs. Dorriss, is still 
looked upon with considerable suspicion. 
It will be remembered that she testified at 
the corener’s inquest on Monday, that a 
man, whose voice she did not recognize, 
called Mrs. Dorriss out of the room, saying, 


“Grandma, I want tospeak to you.“ This 
is not at all like her previous 
statements, and her further tes- 
timony that a strange man sneaked 
in o the room where sbe and the murdered 
woman were accustomed to sleep, as in 
direct opposition to a statement made by her 
previously. At the inquest Mrs. McEvoy 
testified that a strange man, smaller than 
Russell Brown crept into the bed- 
room afier old Mrs. Dorris had 
been called out, and that she held 
a protracted conversation with him. Detec- 
tive Hugh O' Neil, who has taken great iu 
terest in e, says he cannot understand 
this at ally hy,” said he; “when E-vwent 
out to the Dorriss mansion I took particular 
pains to see the cook, Mrs. poy and [ 
questioned her at iength to get her full state- 
ment.“ 

„What did she tell you?“ 

„She related the circumstances of Mrs. 
Dorriss being called out of the room that 
night very fuliy—just as they have been pub- 
lished.’ 

„And, after that?’’ 

After Mrs. Dorriss went out of the room at 
the cal, ‘Granama, I want to see you,’ 
M s. McEvoy told me that she turned over 
on her side and went to sleep and that she 
Knew nothing more.“ 

Did you question her closely?” asked the 


reporter. 

“T did,“ said Detective O’Neil. “I 
asked her particularly, whether any 
person at all came to the room that night, 
after Mrs. Dorriss left, and she said, nobody 
did, as far as she sew or heard.“ 

‘Did she tell vou aboutthis strange wan 
who, as she said, sneaked in, later in the 
night, and with whom she held the pro- 
tracted tak? 

„No,“ said O'Neil. ‘**She told me posi- 
tive y that nobody came into the room. She 
said she went to sleep and saw nothing. I 
questioned her at length, but she denied that 
anybody had ever come in during the night.’ 

**What do vou think of the subsequent tes- 
timony, about the strange man’s visit to the 
room, as developed before the Coroner?’? 

„Itbink it very strange, and I know she 
denied it to me.“ 

“Tis all very curious.” 

‘-Yes. Mrs. McEvoy admitted to 
me also that she had seen 
two men in the house that night, but at what 
exact place 1 do not remember. About this 
nothing has been said at the Coroner’s in- 


quest.“ 
Another curious fact, and one which has 


not yet been mentioned in the case, 
is the statement of Mrs. Halder- 
man, a dauzhter of the deceased, made 


to Detective O’Neil. Mrs. Halderman told 
him at the house on the day following the 
murder that when she entered the room 
where Mrs. Dorriss had been killed on the 
fo lowing morning, she found ham and bread 
all strewed about the room, as 
if somebody nad been lunching there 

There were several crusts of bread and pieces 
of ham all about the room and even on the 
bed where the dead woman lay. The detec- 
tive was also told that a part of a ham, a 
pitcher of milk and other things had di- ap- 

peared from the kitchen on the night of 
the murder. Mrs. McEvoy had testified that 
she heard much walking, resembling men’s 
heavy footsteps in the hall on Saturday 
night. This vould be explained by the fact 
that the murderers made several trips to the 
kitchen, looking for additional dainttes to fill 
out the meal. It is probable, if 
the above statement made to De tec - 
tive O' Neil is true, that the prisoners 
who murdered Mrs. D»rriss, were cool- 
blooded enough to lunch over her remain- 
before they I+ ft the room, even scatte: ing the 
crumbs over her dead body before they left 
the house. for the trip down town. It will 
be also seen that ifthe firetstor: told to ON ii 
was true Mrs. McEvoy'’s las: statewen!

Tue detectives have 
recovered ali the jewelry except the ring« 
and chain given by Brown to McGlew, and 
these, they think, have gone into the melting 
pot at some fence house while Deputy Coro- 
ner Praedicow was “guiniog time.“ 


To-Day’s loquest. 
Theinquest was announced to begin at 
10 o’clock this morning, but at that hour the 
witnesses were not on hand. Deputy 
Coroner Praedicow was sent down 
to Convent street for Mrs. Catherine McEvoy, 
the old cook. She did not arrive until twenty 
minutes to twelve and afters few minutes 
the inquest began. The two prisoners were 
brought in and seated in their chairs. Frank 
Bittner, one of the proprietors of the saloon, 
near the Dorriss Hou-e, was the first witness 
was asked to look at Pat.

man who had been at his saloon with Brown 
on Saturday night. Bernard Stoltman, Bitt- 
ner’s barkeeper, was next called. Before 
he began to testify ajuryman requested the 
Coroner to have McGiew pui on his overcoat, 
which he had laid aside on entering the 
room. McGlew did so nervously, and stood

She is the cook who testified to the mys- 
terious visit to her room, about the bour of 
the murder, Saturday night. The old lady 
entered and took herseat. Before she had 
been asked a question, the same juryman 
who had spoken before requested that Me- 
Glew put on his hat. The corener ordered 
him to do so. 

Stand up, Mr. McGlew,’’ said the coro- 
ner. 

Pat did so in a slow, deliberate sort of way. 

Is this the man that came into your room 
Saturday night, Mrs. McEvoy?” asked the 
Coroner. 

„J think it is.“ 

„Atte you sure?“ 

„Jam almost sure.“ 

“Stand oif farther and look at him,“ said 
the Coroner. 

Mrs. McEvoy moved over toa corner of the 
room and looked at McGlew closely, who 
faced her bravely, with a very excited face.

His face did 
not look so dark, and there was a black stroke 
on one side. I «m sure that is the man.“ 

“Richt sure?“ 

„Well, he did not look so dark, the man 
who talked to me.“ 

„Stand up, Russell Brown,“ said the Coro- 
ner; and the two young men stood shoulder 
to shoulder. 

„Mrs. McEvoy, you said this man was only 
up to Brown’s shoulder. You see heis 
taller.“ 

„Well, he stooped, and walked on his tip 
toes. That would make him look smaller. 
He wore that kind of a hat and coat and 
looked like that. I think that is the man.“ 

Here a most dramatic scene occurred. 
McGlew turned away from the old woman’s 
gaze, to Brown, who was stand- 
ing next to him and said in a loud tone. 

“Russell, why don’t you speak and get 
me out of this,“ in the most pleading way. 

Brown flushed, but did not say anythiog. 

“You know I was not there?“ persisted 
McGlew. Lou know well I was notin the 
house,“ he persisted. 

Brown said nothing and the Coroner put 
an end to the scene by ordering both to sit 
down. 

Mrs. McEvoy contiaued, “I forgot to say 
the last time that wnen the man sat down on 
the bed he said to me, ‘It will soon be ali 
over. Do not stir.’”’ 

“On that night did you hear anybody say, 
‘Don’t, Russell, don’t,’ after Mrs. Dorriss 
left the room?“ 

„No, sir. About twenty minutes after the 
man left the room I heard acry or groan, as 
if from asick person. Following that came 
another, and then a very loud shout. I 
thought it was Russell Brown who 
was sick, as the man told me. 
I. was going to go to him, bat I 
heard nothing more, and stayed where I was.” 

“Did you hear anything else!“ | 

„Les, I heard the loud footsteps in the 
hall, that I told you about.” 

„What did the noise sound like?“ 

»As if people were dragging something 
along the hall.“ 

Mou heard no words after the man left 
your room!“ 

“No.7? 

Mrs. McEvoy again stated that she was 
positive Mc3lew was her visitor, on that 
night, and was then excused, 
deciining her witness fees. Her 
tes imony created a great sensation, as it is 
believed to contradict McGlew’s statement 
that he was not in the house.“ 

When Mrs. McEvoy had finished, the Cor- 
oner turned to McGiew and said: 

„Mou told me yesterday you had nothing to 
gay?“ 

Nothing.“ 

„Have you changed your mind!“ 

„No, sir.“ 

„Non have no statement to make, either 
uns worn or up fer oath??? 

No, slr; attorney advised me to say 
nothing.“ : 

Have you anything to say, Mr. Brown?“ 
asked the coroner. 

„No, sir;“ was the boy’s answer. 

Jobn Johnson, a previous witness, was 
then called in and posidvely identified Me- 
Glew as the man who was with Brown in 
Bittner’s saloon on Saturday night. He 
saw them go across the highway to- 
gether, on Me Way to the Dorriss mansion. 
„ am not-@0 sure about the clothes, but I 
am positive about his features.” 

The Coronéerthen read the report of the 
post-mortem, made by Dr. Ludwig, to the 
jury. The matter has been previously pub- 
lished. 

The officer in charge was then directed to 
handcuff the prisoners and take them to the 
opposite room. Brown laughed at the 


squeezing, and said ‘ Don’t putthem on — 
an 


tight-’? He smiled at McGlew, 
the latter did ‘not appear to fee 
very mad with him. The men 


were taken across the hall by a police officer, 
when a PousT DISPATCH reporter accom- 


panied them. They sat together, talking 
pleasantiy. a 

Will you have a cigar, McGlew?’’ said the 
rep 


orter. 
Les,“ said McGlew, very pleasantly. 

The reporter had but one and ap logized. 
Brown said. It dun’? make any difference. 
I’ve go. a cigar, but the Coroner won’t let us 
smoke.“ 

The officer said, All right,“ and both men 
lit cigars and beguo to smoke and await the 
verdict. They appeared very nonchaiant. 
Che case was put in the hands of the jury at 
p ecisely 12:30 p. m., and an early verdict is 
expected. , 

In a corner of the room lay the bed clothes 
taken from the murdered woman’s bed, one 
of the bloody sheets sligntiy visible. The 
men never looked at them. 

THE VERDICT. 

The jury were out just twenty minutes. At 
ten miuutes tol o’cieck the following ver- 
diet was rendered: 

„We, the ju y, find that the deceased,Saran 
H, Dorriss, came to her death at 
some time during the night of 
Saturday, the 28th day of January, 1882, be- 
tween the hours of 9 w’clock p. m «nd 7 


o clock a. m. of January 29, 1882, 
in the room on the northeast corner, and 
second floor of her house, at 
the southwest corner of the Olive 


street road and King’s Highway, from the 
effecta of suffocation, the result of exlernai 
violence appiled by Russell Brown and 
Patrick McGlew.” 

The prisoners were taken back to tne jail 
without being apprised of the verdict. 


A Nice Point. 

A nice point has been raised in this case, 
viz., whether it is murder in the first degree 
or not.

But the statu'e does not say that 
every killing done inthe perpetration or at- 
tempted perpetration of a fel ny, shall be 
murder in the first degree. The 70th Mis- 
souri, page 520, contains a decision rendered 
by Judge Henry, at the October 
term, 1879, in the case of the State 
vs. Earnest, which savas that every homicide 
committed in the perpetration or attempted 

erpetration ofa felony shail not necessarily 

e murder io the first degree. That is, every 
killyng is not murder in the first degree. The 
decision simply explains the statute. In this 
case of Brown it is impossible for a man to 
decide, for there is a nice point involved.” 

MR. JAMES J. MCBRIDE 

said, “the decistou of the Supreme Court is 
not at All in couflict with the statutes, and as 
for this case of Brown,I will venture the 
opivion that there is not a case of murder in 
the first degree init. Iknow the facts and 
have known the surroundings and the family 
for years, and I say they cannot make a case 
of murder in the first degree a“ all.“ 

CIRCUIT ATTORNEY HARRIS 
understood the decision and statutes just as 
Mr. Lodge, but concerning the case said. It 
the evidence will prove the statements that I 
have heard and seen, made as facts, I baven’t 
the slightest doubt tbat this will be shown to 
be a murder in the first degree.’ 

MR. GEORGE W. CLINE, 
regarded by the bar as one of the leadin 
criminai lawyers of the citv, being questioned 
as to the probable fate of Russe I Brown and 
his accomplice in the murder of Mrs Dorriss 
guve it as his opinion that the defense had 
— no defense whatever. Said Mr. 
ine: 

‘*Robbery is afelony of common law, and 
so, likewise, under our statute. Homicide 
committed in the perpetratioa of „ felony is 
murder at common law, and it is provided by 
the Missouri statute that ‘ev: ry murder’ 
(meaning murder at common law) ‘which 
shall be committed by means of poison, or 
by lying in wait, or by any other kind of 
wilful, deiiberate and cry ap killing, 
or which shal! be committed in the pervetra- 
tion or attempt to perpetrate any arson, 
rape, robbery, burglary or mayhem, 
shall be deemed guilty of murder in the first 
degree. Soifthe death of Mrs. Dorriss was 
produced by means of the personal violence 
used in robbing her of her jewels, it is mur- 
der in the first degree even thougb the rob- 
bers had no intention of taking her life. This 
is the whole story, although it seems some 
minds are so constituted that the plainera 
legal proposition 1s, the more confused they 
become over it.”

Flour Dealers’ Opinions on the In- 
spectors’ Troubles. 


— . — 


What Roth Thinks— The Visible Supply 
— Odds and Ends. 


The trouble in the board of flour inspect- 
ors continues to keep the “flour corner’? in 
a mild state of ferment. The affair is natur- 
ally attracting considerable attention among 
the trade, but there is no wild excitement 
manifest, as some wou'd strive to make 
out. As one flour dealer putit, “This thing 
is a personal matter entireiy between the 
flour inspectors and the board of directors, 
It don’t make a bit of difference to us 
whether they have six or nine inspectors on 
the board, though it would undoubt- 
edly be beneficial to the trade 
to have all the inspectors under 


hond, as that would naturally make them 
work barder and better. But this open 
meeting will not draw a flour man toit except 
those who are personally interested or have 
their own ends to serve. If the board wanted 
the flour trade discussed the flour men would 
go before them; but in a personal affair 
of this kind, I don’t velieve we want any- 
thing to do with it.“ A walk throurch the 
“flour corner“ this forenoon led the re- 


porter to beiieve that the trade was not in 


fuil sympathy with the move of the flour 
inspectors. Some indignation, indeed, was 
expressed at the manner in which, as ove 
eaid, the inepectors were trying to bulldoze 
the directors, and it was openly 
stated by some, that after the airectors had 
passed upon the matter it was going beyond 
the proper respect for the directors for the 
flour inspectors to come back atthemin the 
way they did. Why,“ saſa a flour man, 
„these inepectors say that the me ey ap- 
pointed do not understand the business,when 
the fact is that two of them were 
inspecting flour for years before four of the 
present board, that { could name, ever in- 
spected a barrel.“ Ves,“ broke in another; 
heard one of the inspectors say, the other 
day, that these deputies should pot be ap- 
pointed, as their social standing was not 
such as to do the board any good. As though 
a man’s social standing had anythin 

to with his knowledge of flour.“ In regar 

to the petition from the flourtrade, presented 
the directors yesterday, it was stated that the 
inspections had gone to certain parties ask- 
ing them tosign it,asthey,the fl-ur inspectors, 
were only making $2,000 a year, and if 
the board was increased this small 
amount would, of course, be re- 
duced. In speaking of this the reporier’s 
informant said: The board of directors 
have ulways kept secret the income ofthe 
inspectors, as they did not want the state to 
to learn how much they actualiy made; 
afraid some politicians would come in and 


take the inspection out of the hands ofthe 
Exchange. Nov, I figured out how much the 
six inspectors made last year, and it 
amounted {to over $5,000 apiece, and the 
President's share was $9,000. Last year was 
what the inspectors call a bad year. The 
wheat crop was short, the mills didn’t run 
on full time and one large mill was burned 
down. Nov, if they could make 55,000 
apiece in such a year as last,whgt would they 
make with a good crop and all the mills run- 
ning?“

Insurance Cases.

Judge Horner Hearing Evidence in 
Court—The St. Louis Mutual. 


The hearing before Judge Horner of the 
claims of attorneys, receiver, referee, avd 
other officers of the court in the St. Louis 
Mutual Life Insurance estate, together with 
exceptions to Referee Gantt’s report, at- 
tracted a distinguished audience in 


court this morning. The unfor 
tunate parley -bolding creditors were 
represented y Given Campbell, Ed. 
Cunningham, Jr., and Judge Valliant. The 
seats within the bar were all «ccupied by at- 
torneys interestedin the discussion of the 
fee question and a general interest was man- 
ifested by the public on the subject of fur- 
ther court allowances from the salvage of 
the wrecked company. 


Judge Horner, mounting the bench at the 
usual hour, announced that he was prepared 
to hear all claims for fees against the Mutual 
Life estate remaining unsettled. It was 
prc that the receiver, Capt. Bent, should 

ein court, and a short-hand reporter was 
likewise necessary. The court desired ali the 
evidence recorded inthis matter. A steno- 
grapher was accordingly sent for. 

The first claim taken up was that of Messrs. 
T. T. Gantt and John M. Glover, attorneys 
for Receiver Bent, for payment of $1,000, a 
deferred payment on a fee of 92. 000, sanc- 
tioned by the court’s predecessor, Judge 
Wickham. Mr. John Glover explained that 
suits were brought against the Mutual stock- 
holders by the Mutual receiver, which were 
decided against the receiverin the Supreme 
Court. This was a contract fee.“ 

Captain Bent was called to the stand. He 
read the correspondence between himselfand 
Messrs. Gantt & Glover relating to their fee 
in the stock suit. The original proposition 
wasa fee of $2,000 certain and twenty-five 
per cent of the amount realized. The con- 
tingent fee was ultimately reduced in qu ta- 
tion to fifteen per cent of the 
sum realized. The receiver testified 
that the suits were commenced by McComas 
and McKeighan. When Messrs. Von Phul 
and Spear, two of the thre. Mut receivers, 
were withdrawn from the management of 
the estate the suits were dismissed. Messrs. 
McComas and McKeig¢han at the same time 
withdrew 4s attorneys for the receiver. Capt, 
Bent then solicited Col. Gantt to act as gen- 
era! counsel of the receiver. 

Cross-examined by Given Campbell: Col. 
Gantt was also the referee appointed by 
court, Judge Wickham, to pass upon the 
policy-claims, etc. Col, Gantt suggested that 
ihe original suite against the stockholders 
were not brought in the 
right manner. Evidence as to 
the merit of suits against the Mutual 
directors had been developed by John M. 
Glover and Col. Gant, wanted the stock 
suits brought anew. with Mr. Glover as as- 
sociate counsel. Although the suits went 
finally against the receiver, Judge Sherwood 
delivered a dissenting opinion sustaining the 
receiver. 

The Court—What was realized in this 
matter? f 

Mr. Glover— Nothing your Honor. If 
the suits had been successful $140,000 would 
have been realized. 

The Court—Was there any order of court 
for payment of this fee? 

Mr. Glover—There was no order, but 
Judge Wickham approved the arrangement. 
The receiver will testify to that. 

Judge Valliant, for the poliev-holders, 
opened up a discussion as to the right of a 
receiver to make such a contract for allow- 
ance of fees. The policy-holders expected to 
produce witnesses as to value of the services 
rendered by counsel. : 

Col. Gantt—We do not A to go into 
evidence on this claim. 
tract. 

The Court—I propose to hear all these 
claims to-day in the same manner as in any 
other matter before the court,upon evidence. 
There was no order of court in this instance, 
— must produce evidence some time 
to-day. 

The claim of F. J. McMaster, attorney, for 
$4,150, was next taken up. The claimant 
was represented by A. R. Taylor, who set 
forth the arrangement made with Receiver 
Bent. Mr. McMaster undertook to fight the 
lapsed policy claims for Ga claim first- 
class and $10 second-class. The 
claims were fought nefore Referee Gantt aud 
Mr. McMaster reported that he succeeded in 
getting 342 claims disallowed by the referee. 

Cross examined by Given Campbell, Re- 
ceiver Bent stated that he attended the court 
of claims sometimes, He could not say how 
much time or labor had been expended by 
Mr. McMaster; could not say whether twenty 
cases were disposed of a day. 

Mr. McMaster testified that he had already 
received $1,500 on account of his claim That 
was by recent order of court. The total of 
policy claims agaiust the Mutual estate al- 
lowed was $1,010,382.42. Capt. Bent had ad- 
vanced Mr MeMasier sums from time to 
time on his ciaim. | 

Messrs. W. C. Marshall, E. C. Tittmann, 
E. W. Pattison, E. J. White and B. H. Dye, 
ali attorneys, were called “in the usual way“ 
to testify as to the value of Mr. McMaster’s 
services. The court and the counsel repre- 
senting the policy-holders thought that the 
claim was not unreasonable, but 
the question of payment of the 
balance was left for future determination. 
When B. H. Dye was on the stand Given 
Campbell with a broad smile asked: Mr. 
Dye, vou have had some experience your- 
self as attorney for receivers, have you not, 
and the compensation in such cases. You 
are well acquuinoted withjit, are you not?“ 
(R' pple around the court-room.) 

Mr.— Les sir. 

Given Campbell— Will you tell us what you 
were allowed for services relative to claims 
of certain estates upon the Columbia. 

A R. Taylor—That is not relevant here, sir. 

The Court though: that question not rele- 
vant and Given Campbell remarked, with an- 
other smile: 

„Well, that is all, Mr. Dye, you can come 
down.“ 

The Court ordered Receiver Bent to file a 
report of all fees paidin the Mutual estate 
from the vommencement. 

After recess the court took up the claim of 
R feree Gantt for payment of $7,500, the bal- 
ance of hits claim of $10,000 tor :efvree’s ser- 
vices. He had already received $2,500. The 
present condition of the Mutua: estate is 
this: In the hands of the court, representing 
share of the roceeds of sale of 
the Columbia Building, etc., there remains 
about $70.000; the receiver reports in band 
abou: $18,000; the judgment against John G 
Priest stauds out for $11,000, and the Lewis 
sult next week may resuit in a judgment for 
$30,000. There are over a miliion dollars of

The total interest 
bearing debt on February 1 was $1,534,331,600. 
During the month just closed the debt was 
reduced pearly $13,000,000, For the seven 
months of the current fiscal year the debt 
nas been reduced $83,000 000, against $52,250,- 
(000. It the same rate is maintained 
for the remaining five months, the 
reduction for the year will be about 
$149,000 000 against $139.286,000 last year. 
The availiable cash in the treasury amounts to 
$144,000,000; the stock of silver doliars has 
increased $4,500,000 during the month, the 
totalon hand now being $72,500,000. Gold 
coin and bullion has decreased in the month 
513.000, 000. 


Ir seems that there are lawyers in St.

men. Nobody at the time it was fought 
doubted Burr meant to kill his antagonist. 
Burr’s residence, Richmond Hill, situated 
in what is now the lower part of New York 
City, was near my father’s place, and I fre- 
quently in passing by heard Burr practicing 
with his pistol. It is a matter of history 
thatthe killing of Hamilton virtually made 
Burr an outcast and blasted his whole ca- 
reer. Burr was a fatally attractive man. 
He ruined young Sam Btraitout 
who went with him on bis treasonable 
axpedition to the south; Blennernasset, 
whose pitiful story was so well told by the 
great Pennsylvania lawyer, William Wirt, 
and manv others, but 1 think the punish- 
ment for his misdeeds was visited upon him 
in ample measure, and during his lifetime. 
The tragic end of his daughter, Theodosia 
Burr, who had married a South Carolina 
zeutleman named Alston, of the same family 
as the artist Washington Alston, was a great 
blow to bim. I think Theodosia was the 
only being to whom Aaron Burr was ever 
sincerely attached. Burr came back to New 
York after the failure of his Texas 
scheme and made preparations to visit 
Europe. He was very poor at the time, and, 
in order to raise money, he mortgaged hie 
home, Richmond Hill, to 
ASTOR 

for $50,000. The mortgage was a peculiar one 
for the times. It provided that, in the event 
of the failure of Burr to meet the principal 
and interest at the time they became due. 
then the property was to go to Astor in fee 
simple. Well, Burr did not return the 
$50,000, and so Astor got the place, 
He held on to it, and it laid the 
foundation of his later millions. The Astors 
own it yet and it is among the most valuable 
of their possessions. Durr during his stay in 
England claimed, in order to get some place 
under the British government, to have been 
a British subject ali bis life, notwithstanding 
that he had been Vice-Presideat of the 
United States, He failedto get the place 
and at last returned to New York. He tried 
to enter society again but was sternly and 
universaily ignored. He afterwards married 
Madame Jumel, a wealthy and fashionable 
woman whose will was in dispute 1 believe 
ur til very recent years, but he lever re cov- 
ered his standing in this country. 

“The recollections of my early manhood 
are very intimately connected with the ad- 
ministration of 

PRESIDENT MADISON, 

whom I knew very well indeed, The very 
brilliant -ocial successes of hie term arise 
very vividly in my memory. Mrs. Madison 
may jusilv be termed whatfshe Was in reality, 
the first lady in the land. Of all the ladies 
who have led the gayeties and ceremonies of 
official life atthe Capital, Mra. Madison was 
the most charming and successful. No other 
President's wife, and I knew them all down 
to Fillmore’s time, could approach her. In 
those early days people paid a great deal 
more attention to“‘family” than they do now. 
Then a man’s family connections were taken 
into account with his own individuality and 
he was rated accordingly. There were 
some very briliant people associated 
with President Madison. I remember par- 
tiularly the three Vin Nesses—<Gen. John P., 
Governor Artemus B., and William, all dis- 
tinguished me Mrs. John P. Van Ness, 
the wife of the General, was a very beautiful 
woman. So were Mrs. Commodore Decatur 
and Mrs. General Moreau, the wife of the 
French Minister. Madame Moreau set the 
fashion of importing dresses from Paris. 
Another famous personage of Madison’s 
time was the English minister, who went by 
the nickname of 


COPENHAGEN JACKSON. 

Jackson was aman of great wealth. Well, 
when he came over, President Madison re- 
garded his appointment as minister to the 
United States as a deliberate insuit on the 
part of Great Britain and refused to receive 
him. Jackson then went to New York, 
where he lived for several years with great 
splendor. Among the leaders of New York 
society of that period was Mrs. John Me- 
Kesson, the wife of a prominent lawyer, who 
was a daugbter of Gen. Hull, of revolution- 
ary fame. It was announced that this lady 
would give a grand party at her house, aud 
everybody was on the lookout for an invitation 
Mer husband gave her entire liberty as to 
whom she might ask, but forbade her to 
invite“ Copenhagen“ Jackson and his wife. 
Nevertheless, she did so. When the hus- 
band found this gut he countermanded the 
invitation.

I had a card and was among the Hrst to reach 
the house. We noticed there were no lights, 
and for a while were very much puzzled to 
know whatit meant. We were not left long 
in suspense. It transpired that the unfortunate 
lady had taken so much to heart her hus- 
band’s refusal to honor her invitation to 
„Copenhagen“ Jackson that she hau banged 
herself on the evening of the party in the 
attic of her house. 

I WAS A CAPTAIN IN THE WAR OF 1812, 
and went through many ofthe stirring scenes 
of the campaign. We werea gay lot of young 
fellows and used to give innumerable balls 
and parties. I have preserved three invita- 
tions toas many of these bails and I will 
show them to you if you care to see them.“ 

The reporter expressed his desire 


to look upon such interesting relics, and they 


were accordingly shown him. The singular 
fact about these invitations is that they are 
printed on the backs of playing cards 
„There is a distinguished name connected 
with the administration of President Madison 
whose owner I remember weil. This is 


ALBERT GALLATIN, 
who was Secretary of the Treasury under 
Jefferson, and also during Madison’s first 
term of office. Gallatin was, without! 
exception, the most brilliant pubſie man 
whom I ever knew. He was a most modest 
and affable gentleman. I recollect a good 
story, which illustrates this trait of his char- 
acter very well. Gallatin had been to New 
York and was returning to the capital, Trav- 
eling was by stage. Seated next to Mr. Gal- 
latin was a young New York gentleman who 
Was very flueut and who did not know his 
neigh,or. Conversation between the two 
turned on public matters.and the young 
man attacked Mr. Gallatin’s administration 
of the finances in the most vigorous manner. 
Gallatin defended hfs course without reyeal- 
ing his identity and defeated his antagonist 
at every point. The only thing the young 
man could find to say at the conclusion of the 
argument was, ‘Well sir, I think you at- 
tribute toGallatin much more honesty than 
he possesses.’ When the time came for part- 
ing the young man drew out fis card case 
and banded his traveling companion his 
card. Mr. Gallatin politely returned the 
courtesy bv presenting the gentleman with 
one of his own. Mr. Gallatin used to 
tell the story afterwards with a great deal 
of ejoyment. 

‘‘A nother thing that transpired during the 
early part of thie century was the passage of 
Robert Fulton’s firat steamboat up the Hud- 
son. I was one of the passengers by Mr. 
Fulton’s invitation. I remember very clearly 
many things thattranspired during that re- 
markabie trip, and ina newspaper accouat 
of it, which my daughter shoved tome not 
very long ago, I noticed avery great many 
inaccuracies. I wasin New York city Jast 
summer, and went up the 
river on one of the boats. 
As we were waiting at the pier for the boat

I give and devise to Samuel N. Hoiliday, in 
trust for the sole and separate use of my 


daughter Mattie Wisker, the second 
house in Dorriss“ Row, No. 1103 
Olive street, for the use of my 


daughter Mattie Wisker during her natural 
life, free from ail control of any husband and 
exempt from all liability for his debts, with 
remainder to the heirs of said Mattie Wisker, 
if living, at the time of her death. If no 
such neirs shall be living, the remainder shall 
pass to my grandchildren in equal 
pertions.
